DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  681  -1936 


For  the  vacation  of  Wall  Street  from  the  west  property  line  of 
Broadway  to  the  east  property  line  of  College  Street;  also  for  the 
vacation  of  the  triangular  highway  space  lying  immediately  south  of 
the  south  line  of  Wall  Street  and  immediately  west  of  the  west  line 
of  Broadway;  also  for  the  vacation  of  Union  Street  from  the  north 
property  line  of  Wall  Street  to  the  south  right  of  way  line  of  the 
Pittsburgh,  Port  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad  Company  as  located  east 
of  Union  Street;  also  for  the  vacation  of  Morrell  Street  from  the 
north  property  line  of  Wall  Street  to  the  south  right  of  way  line 
of  the  Pittsburgh,  Port  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad  Company;  also  for 
the  vacation  of  the  first  alley  north  of  Wall  Street  from  the  west 
property  line  of  Morrell  Street  to  the  east  property  line  of  Union 
Street. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  Wall  Street 
from  the  west  property  line  of  Broadway  to  the  east  property  line  of 
College  Street;  also  to  vacate  the  triangular  highway  space  lying 
immediately  south  of  the  south  line  of  Wall  Street  and  immediately 
west  of  the  west  line  of  Broadway;  also  to  vacate  Union  Street  from 
the  north  property  line  of  Wall  Street  to  the  south  right  of  way  line 
of  the  Pittsburgh,  Port  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad  Company  as  located 
east  of  Union  Street;  also  to  vacate  Morrell  Street  from  the  north 
property  line  of  Wall  Street  to  the  south  right  of  way  line  of  the 
Pittsburgh,  Port  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad  Company;  also  to  vacate 
the  first  alley  north  of  Wall  Street  from  the  west  property  line  of 
Morrell  Street  to  the  east  property  line  of  Union  Street. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  street  and  alley  vaca- 
tions as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected 
by  the  proposed  street  and  alley  vacations  as  above  described  is 
described  as  all  lots  and  lands  lying  within  the  following  described 
territory:  Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Broadway  and  Swinney 

Avenue;  thence  north  in  and  along  Broadway  to  Lavina  Street;  thence 
west  in  and  along  Lavina  Street  to  Rockhill  Street;  thence  south  in 
and  along  Rockhill  Street  to  Jones  Street;  thence  west  in  and  along 
Jones  Street  to  College  Street;  thence  south  in  and  along  College 
Street  to  the  south  right  of  Way  line  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Port  Wayne 
and  Chicago  Railroad;  thence  west  along  the  south  right  of  way  line 
of  the  Pittsburgh,  Port  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad  to  the  St.  Mary’s 
River;  thence  south  along  the  St.  Mary's  River  to  Swinney  Avenue; 
thence  in  and  along  Swinney  Avenue  to  Broadway,  the  place  of  beginning. 

The  vacation  of  the  streets  and  alley  as  above  described  is 
subject  to  the  right  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  other 
Utilities  to  maintain  the  present  utilities  now  located  therein. 

All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  ”An  Act 
Concerning  Municipal  Corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  the 
provisions  of  all  acts  amendatory  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof, 
including  the  right  to  bond  assessments  as  in  said  law  ordered. 


Assessments  if  deferred,  are  to  tie  paid  in  ten  equal  annual 
installments  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  (5 $>)  per  cent  per 
annum.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
he  or  he  held  responsible  for  any  sum  or  sums  due  from  said  property 
owner  or  owners  for  said  condemnation  of  property  or  for  the  payment 
of  any  bond  or  bonds,  certificate  or  certificates  issued  in  payment 
for  such  property  damages  except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been 
actually  received  by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such  property 
damages  or  such  moneys  as  said  City  is  by  said  above  entitled  act 
required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making  of  said  improve- 
ment, assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance 
of  bonds  therefor  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled 
act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplements  thereof. 

All  of  said  streets  and  alleys  and  lots  and  lands  affected 
by  the  above  described  street  and  alley  vacations  being  situated  in 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wa yne,  Allen  County,  Indiana.

Gentlemen: 

As  you  know,  the  plant  of  the  General  Electric  Company 
is  located  on  both  sides  of  Broadway  at  its  point  of  intersection  by 
Wall  Street  and  its  plant  west  of  Broadway  is  divided  by  and  lies  on 
both  sides  of  Wall  Street  from  Broadway  to  College  Street  and  the  same 
is  true  on  Union  Street  from  its  intersection  with  Wall  Street  to  the 
south  line  of  the  right-of-vray  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company. 

The  large  amount  of  traffic  at  the  intersection  of 
Broadway  and  Wall  Streets  during  business  hours  results  in  making  it 
one  of  the  most  congested  traffic  points  in  this  city.  Broad -ay  is, 
of  course,  a very  busy  north  and  south  thoroughfare  and  the  necessary 
crossing  of  this  street,  both  by  our  trucks  and  by  our  employees  on- 
foot  from  the  office  and  buildings  on  the  east  side  to  our  plant  on  the 
west  side,  creates  a serious  danger  of  accidents  and  results  in  fre  rent 
delay  being  caused  to  the  regular  Broadway  traffic.  Practically  ; 11  of 
the  pedestrian  traffic  upon  Wall  Street  is  that  of  General  Electric 
Company  employees  and  patrons  as  well  as  a very  large  per  cent  of  the 
vehicular  traffic.  At  times  when  the  employees  of  the  Broadway  plant 
(who  now  number  more  than  5000)  are  reporting  for  or  leaving  their  work, 
traffic  congestion  cannot  be  prevented  and  there  is  always  the  possibility 
of  serious  accidents  occurring.

We  believe  it  is  the  desire  of  the  City  that  such 


dangerous  and  inconvenient  traffic  congestion  be  lessened,  if  not 
eliminated.  Practically  all  of  the  traffic  over  Union  Street  from 
the  south  line  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
to  its  intersection  of  Wall  Street  is  that  of  General  Electric  Company 
employees  and  that  part  of  Union  Street  is  of  very  little  value  to  the 
traveling  public  generally. 


practically  all  of  this  traffic  congestion  and  hazard  can  be  eliminated. 

Such  vacation  of  Wall  Street  vrould  necessitate  the  vacation  of  Union 
Street  from  the  south  line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  right- 
of-way,  and  Morrell  Street,  from  Wall  Street  to  the  south  line  of  the  right- 
of-way  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  and  the  alley  along  the  south 
line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company’s  right-of-way  from  Morrell  Street 
to  Union  Street,  because  none  of  these  highways  could  be  used  in  the 
event  of  the  vacation  of  Wall  Street, 

Morrell  Street  has  not  been  used  as  a street  for  many  years, 
nor  has  the  alley. 

If  Wall  Street  were  so  vacated,  the  General  Electric  Company 
would,  in  furtherance  of  eliminating  traffic  congestion  and  hazard,  enter 
into  such  obligation  as  your  Board  may  deem  advisable  looking  toward  the 
removal  of  the  vehicular  traffic  crossing  Broadway  from  the  east  to  the 
west  portion  of  the  company’s  plant  by  the  construction  of  a suitable  ramp

WHEREAS,  a proceeding  is  now  pending  before  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  for  the  vacation  of 
portions  of  certain  streets  in  said  city,  to-wit:  Wall  Street, 

Morrell  Street,  Union  Street,  and  a certain  triangular  highway 
space  and  an  alley,  pursuant  to  a Declaratory  Resolution  here- 
tofore adopted  by  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  to-wit:  on  June 

15,  1936,  to  which  Declaratory  Resolution  reference  is  hereby 
made;  and 

WHEREAS,  such  proceeding  is  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating 
traffic  hazards  and  removing  traffic  congestion  upon  the  public 
highways  in  and  about  the  manufacturing  plant  of  the  undersigned 
General  Electric  Company,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  the  undersigned 
General.  Electric  Company  that  such  vacation  be  effected  and  it 
desires  to  cooperate  with  the  said  City  of  Fort  Wayne  in  the 
elimination  of  such  hazardous  and  congested  traffic  condition 
for  the  protection  of  the  traveling  public  and  of  the  employees 
of  the  undersigned: 

NOW  THEREFORE,  the  undersigned  General  Electric  Company 
does  hereby  agree  that  in  the  event  said  Declaratory  Resolution 
is  confirmed  and  the  vacation  contemplated  therein  is  consumma- 
ted by  the  said  City  of  Fort  Wayne  through  its  said  Board  of 
Fublic  Works,  it  will  do  and  perform  the  following  acts  and 
things : 

1.  It  will  purchase  and  dedicate  for  use  as  a public 
highway  Lot  8 in  Ayres  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and 
also  the  vacated  portion  of  Jackson  Street  lying  east  of  said 
Lot  8,  or  such  part  of  the  said  premises  as  the  said  city  may 
elect  to  have  so  dedicated;  said  premises  lying  directly  north 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company's  right-of-way  and  extend- 
ing from  the  east  line  of  Union  Street  to  the  east  line  of 
Jackson  Street  Extended;  and  the  undersigned  General  Electric 
Company  does  hereby  represent  that  it  holds  an  option  for  the 
purchase  of  the  said  premises  so  to  be  dedicated. 
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It  agrees  to  dedicate  the  said  premises  either  by  deed 
or  in  such  other  manner  as  is  required  by  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  and  in  such  manner  as  to  provide  a public  street 
or  highway  connecting  the  said  Union  and  the  said  Jackson  Streets; 
and  further  agrees  to  construct  a pavement  and  sidewalk  upon  and 
over  the  premises  to  be  dedicated  of  such  width,  specifications 
and  type  of  material  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works. 

2.  The  undersigned  General  Electric  Company,  in  further- 
ance and  as  an  assistance  to  the  elimination  of  the  traffic 
hazard  and  congestion  above  referred  to,  will  construct  or 
cause  to  be  constructed  at  its  own  expense,  a ramp  or  overpass 
over  and  across  Broadway  from  the  east  to  the  west  property  lines 
thereof  and  immediately  contiguous  to  the  south  line  of  the  said 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company’s  superstructure  over  Broadway,  and 
upon  the  construction  thereof  the  undersigned  will  discontinue 
and  prevent  its  vehicular  traffic  over  and  across  Broadway  be- 
tween the  portions  of  its  plant  located  on  either  side  thereof; 
such  ramp  or  overpass  to  be  constructed  to  a width  of  not  less 
than  eighteen  (18)  feet,  and  at  such  elevation  that  the  clearance 
between  the  bottom  thereof  and  the  surface  of  the  sidewalks  and 
street  thereunder  shall  for  the  entire  width  thereof  be  identical 
with  the  clearance  now  existing  between  such  sidewalks  and  streets 
respectively  and  the  bottom  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company's 
superstructure;  such  ramp  or  overpass  to  be  constructed  in 
accordance  with  plans  and  specifications,  which  shall  be  filed 
with  said  Board  of  Public  Works  and  shall  be  approved  by  said 
Board;  the  undersigned  agreeing  to  make  any  changes,  alterations 
of  or  additions  to  such  plans  and  specifications  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  said  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  undersigned  further  agrees  that  it  will  at  all  times 
maintain  said  ramp  or  overpass  in  a firetclass  condition  and  state 
of  repair  and  prevent  the  same  from  becoming  dangerous  or  unsightly 
in  appearance. 
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This  agreement  to  construct  such  ramp  or  overpass  is 
upon  the  condition  that  the  said  City  of  Fort  W ayne , by  appro- 
priate legal  action  or  proceeding  shall  grant  a franchise  or 
authority  to  the  undersigned  for  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  such  ramp  or  overpass.
